The compan 
bears the name of the Fairban 
Canning Co, because N. K. Fairbank 
at one time had the controlling interest. 
He was bought out entirely by the Messrs. 
Morris and Vogel, but the nume by which the 
company had become well known throughout 
the country was retained. Mr. Morris, 
speaking abeatthe advent of the firm, said: 
We intend to invest a big amount 
of money in this enterprise 
and are confident of succeed- 
ing. The business is here; always has been 
here, and we do not anticipate any trouble in 
getting it. We expect to have the co-opera- 
tion of the St. Louis butchers, and the reason 
why we expect to have it is that we believe 
that we can demonstrate to them olearly 
that it will be greatly to their 
interest to buy our beef. In no city in the 
country can you see as many siaughter houses 
atin St. Louis. This part of the business is of 
considerable trouble to the butcher 
and oftentimes is a nuisance in the 
neighborhood. Now we want to show the 
butchers if we can that this business besides 
being a trouble and expense to them, is also 
unnecessary as there will be just as much 
rofit for them in buying their 
eef from us, and very much less 
work. We don’t want in any 
way antagonize the butchers. We have 
nothing to do with the retail trade and will 
not infringe on the butchers’ business in that 
respect. We have urchased the three 
refrigerators of the old Dressed Beef Co. and 
will fit them up for use. They are 
located as follows: One on Twen- 
tieth and Clark avenue, another 
at Sturgeon Market or Thirty-ninth street and 
Broadway, and the third at 3000 South Broad- 
way. Every morning the butchers can secure 
their meat from the refrigerator nearest to 
their place of business, and if the trade re- 
quires it we will build as many more refriger- 
ators as are necessary.

| The Death of Thomas T. Gantt the Cause— 


Gentlemen of the Bar: 

The Court has learned with deep regret that 
the foremost member of this bar was on es- 
terday called into peace and rest. It is 
scarcely ne to say that Iallude to the 
Hon. Thomas T. Gantt, who died at his, resi- 
dence in this city between 7 and 8 o’clock 
on yesterday morning. For very many 

ears he has bean a central figure in the his- 

and development of the jurispruidenoe 
of our state and enjoyed a reputation as a 
great and good lawyer. Noman can achieve 
permanent sucvess at the bar nor acquire 
wide reputation as a lawyer unless he is 
sessed of those crowning attributes of man- 
hood—horor, integrity, a deep sense of 
justice, and wisdom of judgment and fearless 
courage to maintain and champion the 
right. All of these were possessed a Saree 
Gantt toa remarkable degree. To these he 
added a splendid mental culture, ripeness of 
learning in his own special walk of life and 
those other higher fields of science, art and 
literature to which the echolariy jurist 
turns from the keen contests of 
forensic strife for the advancement and ele- 
vation of his mind and spirit; In all these 
branches he was wellequipped. He was kind 
and considerate to his unger brethren of 
the bar, anxiousand willing to assist those 
who were to aid in the administration of 
justice to his 
rest high and 
sublime idea which places the seal of all law 
inthe bosom of Almighty God. I ought not 
to close these remarks without alluding to an- 
other remarkable and excellent trait 
of character in Judge Gantt, namely, 
constant interest in public affairs and 
his high and exalted view of the duties ofa 
citizen in our Republic. In the discharge of 
these duties he stood out pre-eminently. He 
was the fearless opponent of wrong and cor- 
ruption in every form, and it mattered 
not to what party the evil. doer might 
belong. He was zequally as courageous 
in the defense and the maintainance of right 
in the administration of public affairs, never 
faltering in the bold expression of his views 
and in casting his great influence in favor of 
the right. His position, his reputation, in one 
word his character, were such as all men 
should emulate, respect and applaud.

ELMIRA, N. Y., June 18.—Great alarm pre- 
vailed throughout the city yesterday after- 
noon Owing to the heavy rains and threatened 
recurrence of the great flood ot two weeks 
ago. Newton Creek, which runs along the 
eastern part of the city, overflowed its banks, 
submerging the lowlands and sufrounding 
many houses with wafer. The Wolf Mills were 
fiooded and compelled to shut down, and 
the employes reached land by boats. An 
iron bridge spanning the creek at John 
street was undermined by the last 
fresbhet and yesterday was carried 
intothe bedof the stream, At Big Flats the 
Chemung River overflowed the large tobacco 
farms and much damage was done. A few 
miles north of this city the track of the Dela- 
ware, Lackawanna & Western Railway was 
washed out, preventing travel west on that 
line. The Erie road sustained a washout five 
miles west of this city and another 
more serious at COanisteo. At the latter 
place the most part of the town was 
submerged and great damage has been done. 
At Horvelisville the freshet was severe. The 
Erie tracks, yard and shop were flooded and 
all train service was stopped.

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GAMBLERS OF 8ST, LOUIS WHO HAVE FOR- 
GOTTEN THE LESSON OF HISTORY. 


They Say That They Cannot Be Convicted, 
and Yet Court Records Show Keepers of 
Gambling-Houses Have Been Convicted 
—What Is the Matter With the Patri- 
archs of the Cards?

Louis believe they will

viction underthe felony clause of the John- 
gon gambling law. They say so boldly and 
openly, say so after arrests, and say so while 
their games are in full blast. 

There has never been atime in the history 
of St. Louls before or since the passage of the 
Johnson law when there has not been 
gambling within the gates. Bat in the in- 
terim between the summer of 1882 and the 
winter of 1888 there was less playing at games 
of chance in St. Louis than ever before in the 
history of the city.: 

For a long time in that interval there was no 
faro at all here, poker was the only game,and 
that was played in hotel rooms or in other 
places where great secrecy was assured. Then 
the gamblers became bold. They played their 


games 1 started faro again, and recent- 
ly have been playing with doors nearly wide 
open. They have been raided numerous 
times, and there area number of cases in the 
courts awaiting trial. 

As stated in the Post-DISPATCH yesterday, 
the gamblers assert that ney. cannot be con- 
victed, thata jury cannot be found in the 
State of Missouri who will send a man to the 
Penitentiary for gambling. 

Now, where they got hold of that idea no 
one can tell; that they have it 
firm and tast is proven by their 
utter disregard for the officers of the law. 
Convictions have been secured under the 
felony clause of the Johnson law and at least 
one man spent a term in the penitentiary in 
consequence of his defiance of the law. 

It was in the winter of 1881 that the crusade 
against gambling was inaugurated in St. Louis. 
The Johnson law had been passed, but in de- 
fiance of it the keepers of houses Insisted on 
raking in tue pennies and the young men 
insisted on ropping their pennies in 
front ofthe rake. Evidence was accumulated 
under the direction of Charles P. Johnson, 
the author of the law, presented to the No- 
vember (1881) — ey of which Edward 
Devoy was foreman, by F. A. Nounan, then 
the assistant Circuit Attorney. Joseph R. 
Harris, who was the Circuit Attorney, 
was sick at the time, and ° » 
Normile, now Judge of the Criminal Court, 
was appointed special counsel to prosecute 
the gamblers. 

No time was wasted in preliminary ex- 
aminations. A mass of evidence that 
had been secured was presented 
to the Grand-jury, showing that 
the law which prohibited the setting up and 
maintaining of a gambling device, te., had 
been violated. The Grand-jury agreed upon 
a large number of indictments, and these 
were returned into court. 

Forms of indictments, with blank spaces for 
the names and dates, had been printed to 
facilitate the work, as the evidence showed 
such a large number of keepers and their em- 
ployes were guilty. 

Among the indicted were R. O. Pate, Henry 
O. Pate, Arthur Lyons, Peter Manning, 
John Somerville, Joseph McCarren and 
Julius Lange. The list was very 
long, and the court sat very late into the sum- 
mer disposing of the cases. 

Henry D. Laughlin was Judge of the Crimi- 
nal Court at that time. He overruled a num- 
ber of technical motions, and at length the 
ground was cleared for trial. So carefully had 
the cases been prepared that conviction 
seemed certain in nearly every case. 

On June 19, 1882, R. C. Pate, Henry C. Pate, 
Arthur Lyons, August Sodtman and Peter 
Manning went into court and pleaded guilty. 
This action was a great surprise to the State’s 
Attorney with whom no understanding had 
been had as to the amount of the punishment 
to be assessed. Judge Laughlin fixed their 
punisbment at six months in jail, but before 
theink was dry on the commitment, Gov. 
Crittenden pardoned these gambiers. 

There were ovher pleas of guiltyand other 
pardons, but Joseph McCaren, who had 
no understanding with the Governor, stood 
trial. His jury was selected on June 2, and 
the trial begun. It ended the next day with a 
verdict against him and he was sentenced to 
two years in the penitentiary. 

John Somerville was convicted the next 
day. His punishment was assessed at six 
months In jail. 

These convictions hastened the gulity to 
presse and making peace with.the court.

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 18.—According to 
his intentions of yesterday, Representative 
Wade this morning called upon the Secretary 
of the Treesury in the interest of Maj. Brock 
for the Bureau of Statistios, and the usual 
satisfaction was obtained. It cannot be said 
when a change will be had, but 
all tendencies of success are in 
the direction of the little Missouri! Major.“ 
He was accompanied by Col. Van Horn and 
ex-Representative Pollard of st. Louis, who 
bad some reasons to present why changes 
should be made inthe Missouri offices, and 
Col. Van Horn did the same thing for his sec- 
tion ofthe State. Col. Wade also presented 
Senator Bridges at the State Department as an 
aspirant for the Consul Generalship to the 
City of Mexico. Later on Mr. Pollard accom-, 
panied Secretary Noble to the White House 
and had a brief talk with the President. He 
wants the Democratic postmaster at Chilli- 
cothe, Mo., his old home, removed, and the 
only Republican applicant, Mr. Pasain, ap- 

ointed. The Democratic Postmaster’s time 
by confirmation does not expire until Decem- 
ber, but Mr. Pollard wants the change made 
at once. The Assistant Postmaster-General is 
willing to do this, but the President's estab- 
lished rule will likely be adhered to. 
From here Mr. Pollard accompanied 
by Garland Pollard, Esq., of St. Louis, no re- 
lation, will go down into Vermont to visit his 
old home. 

This morning Representative Kinsey was 
among the early callers on the President, pre- 
paratory to returningto St. Louis.

Bhe often went tothe Spiritualist’s Hall, on 
Ninth street and Franklin avenue, and there 
met Lee, who was anadventurer and rather a 
worthless character. He was a careless, 
slovenly fellow, but his appearance was no 
Dar in the way of winning the blind girl’s 
affections. He escort Ber home from the 
meetings and visited Bi hovse to give her 
lessons in spiritualism and after a time they 


were engaged. 

Lee was then trying to earn a living asa 
spiritualist and occultist, and his cards bore 
this boid declaration: 

‘‘Familiar witn all the philosophies and 
sciences, grounded and rooted in bed-rock 
granite, explorer in all domains of Nature, in 
Orient and Occident, Truth Seeker of March 
8a, 1888. 

He endeavored to organize a society of 
Spiritualists, of which he was to be the 
salaried President, but the soneme failed and 
he wentto workon the Chronicle. When the 
New Order became a daily he found a position 
on ite staff and remained with it until it 
ceased publication. Then Lee urged that his 
merriage to Miss Wilson should be sol- 


«mnized. 
MRS. STRINGER SAID: 


**Topposed the marriage—we all did—but 
Louise thought he was such a nice man; that 
she could trust him and she was afraid that as 
Iwas getting old I might die and then she

The south side of the building 
will face directly upon the picnic grounds, on 
which all base ball playing and 1:ough games 
will be stopped and the grounds given 
over to the uses of the small 
children and suoh ersons who desire 
to play croquet and indred games. This 
change will be made so that the games of the 
children win be under the guardianship of 
the police station and there will be no fear of 
interference from the hoodlum element. 
THE BALL GROUNDS 

2 rounds two and three will 
be moved to the northwest and diamonds 
laid out on the meadow between the restau- 
rant and the race-track, andon another flat 
portion directiy south of the deer park. 

The $2,000 set down in the appropriation bill 
against the item of water pipe will be used for 
extending, as much as possible, the water 
service. 

A number of new sprinkling plugs will be 
established, and the roads will all 
be kept well sprinkled and in good condition. 
Drinking fountains, where pleasure-seckers 
can easily get at them, will be put in here and 
there so that there will be no scarcity of 
drinking water. 

Within a few days the Board of Public Im- 
provements will advertise for bids for the 
privileges of the park. 

The bids will include the boat-keeping on 
several of the lakes, the renting implements 
of bage ball, tennis, croquet and other games. 
The persons making the lowest bid must agree 
to put up 

NEAT AND SUBSTANTIAL BUILDINGS 
forthe keeping of these implements, they 
must keep the tennis balls and croquet 
grounds in good order and otherwise contrib- 
ute to the better appearance of the park. The 
successful bidders for the boating privileges 
must put up landings and shelters which will 
meet with the approval of the board; the 
schedule of prices to be charged for the use of 
the boats must be arranged and submitted to 
the board. 

A strong effort will be made to eneourage 
lawn tennis, and Park Commissioner Klemm 
will have an area sufficient fora dozen or fif- 
teen courts smoothed out and rolled. 

The children will be given particular atten- 
tion. The shelter appropriation will be used 
for the purpose of building neat, airy sheds 
which will afford shelter from the rain. 

Swings will be put up on the grounds where 
the new police station willbe, and they will 
be maintained exclusively for the use of the 
children. Bids will also be receiyed shortly for 
the refreshment privilege, which will allow 
the sale of all refreshments except intoxicants. 
The stands where these refreshments will be 
sold will be built upon plans which will have 
to be submitted to the board. 

Every effort will be made during the comin 
season to make the park as attractive and 
— as possible, and Park Commissioner 

lemm hopes to make a number of substantial 
improvements.

A Post-DisPaTcH reporter called upon 
Mr. Hamilton to ascertain the cause 
of the visit of so large a number of the mem- 
bersof the syndicate. 

The object of our visit, said Mr. Hamil- 
ton, isto make a thorough investigation of 
the electric plantas applied to the Broadway 
line. I, myself, have been in the city several 
times since the purchase of, the roads was 
made, but never before have we been able to 
get together so many members of the syndi- 
cate as are now assembled. We will make a 
general survey of all the roads, but our atten- 
tion will be concentrated upon the question of 
operating street cars by electricity.’’ 

Have you decided to substitute electricity 
for horse power?’’ 


‘*Tcannot say that we yet have. If this 


question had been absolutely determined. 


there would be no necessity for our visit to 
the city. We are here to make a careful ex- 
amination into the merits of electricity asa 
street - car motor, and may possibly conclude 
not to apply it. But at present the proba- 
bilities are that we will, at least on the Broad- 
way line. 
ELECTRICITY A STRONG PROBABILITY. 

The experiments so far made have been very 
satisfactory, and the plan of substituting 
electricity for horses and mules on 
the line in question would seem 


to present greater advantages than cabling. 
But of course our decision is not yet made, 
and what we learn to-day may change every- 
thing. Weare here for purposes of investiga- 
tion anu intend to make a very thorough 
one. ‘ 
„When will you reach a conclusion?’’ 
That I cannot tell, but we will come toa 
decision as soon as possible, probably within 
a very short time. hen once this is arrived 
at we will set to work to make the necessary 
changes. We will not let the grass grow 
under our feet, but will make all alterations 
that may be decided upon as speedily as pos- 


sible.’’ 0 

C. L. HUTCHINSON, 
in reference to the work to de done by the 
representatives of the syndicate, sald: We 
are tere primarily to look into the electric 
— 1 tor the Broadway line. After 
some little trouble we have succeeded in get- 
ting a number of the parties jnterested to- 
gether, and a careful and thorough investiga- 
tion of the question of substituting electricity 
forjhorse-power will be made. 

„Will you consider the question of chang- 
ing the motive power on any of the other lines 
owned by vou?“ 

Not at present. Just now we will confine 
our attention to the Broadway line, as some 
ohange in that appears to be more necessary 
than on the rest of the property of the 
syndicate, The results of the trial of electric- 
ity on that road, should such a trial be made, 
will have much to do with its application in 
other quarters. Therefore we will give the 
greater part of our attention to that line.’’ 

„Should electricity be adopted when will it 
be put into operation?’’ 

‘4T cannot say exactly, but just as soon as it 
possibly can be done. The question of motive 
power is too important and involves too much 
expense to be determined hastily, but 
when once a decision is reached we 
will go to work with all possible 
speed in carrying it out. Nothing is to be 
gained by delay, and as soon as we know 
what we are to do, we will set about doing it 
at once.’’ 

Immediately after breakfastthe party took 
Carriages and made a trip over the Broadway 
line. he day was spent in investigating the 
electric plant. The pensionen representing 
the syndicate will probably leave for Chicago

THE FOURTH STREET LI. 

In connection with the probable general 
construction of overhead wire electric sys- 
tems, the delay of President Charles Green in 
commencing the work of cabling the Fourth 
Street line has been construed as meaning 


that progress in perfecting the electric system 


had been so great that he had concluded to 
wait until he could see just what the result 
is to be. Such, however, is not the case. In-

It is idle to expect rigid fidelity to minor 
public trusts or even common decency in 
the discharge of them when the opposite 
fashion is set in the higher walks 
‘of politics and official life. The petty of- 
ficial, the aldermanand the ward commit- 
teeman cannot be required to set the 
standard of honest public service higher 
than cabinet officers, governors and 
national committeemen. When these 


{ openly use their positions and work their 


„pulls“ to pay personal debts or promote 
personal ends, and such work is tolerated 
in high places by public opinion, there is 
nothing to deter the small fry from yield- 
ing to smaller temptations. 

There was a time when Missouri’s mem- 
ber of the National Democratic Committee 
was supposed to seek and hold the position 
for the honor of representing so grand a 
Democratic Statein the high council of 
the party. The idea of using it as a pull 
for revenue only—as a pull on the appoint- 
ing power to provide an incompetent son- 
in-law with an assistant district attorney- 
ship—as a pull on an ambitious and 
scheming Governor to provide the Na- 
tional Committeeman himself with a 
lucrative sinecure the emoluments of 
which are a gross fraud upon tax-payers 
and upon the public Treasury—is an in- 
novation so recent, a deflance of decency 
so startling, as to challenge general com- 
ment. 

The defeat of the bill requiring the Coal 
Oil Inspector to turn over some $10,000 or 
$15,000 of fees to the State was an outrage 
as daring as any State administration or 
any party majority in a Legislature was 
ever guilty of. The infamous bargain 
for which that outrage was committed is 
openly consummated when the commit- 
teeman returns from a national com- 
mittee meeting at which he has assumed 
to pledge Missouri’s vote in convention in 
return for a vice-presidential nomination 
for the Governor, and immediately re- 
ceives the coal oil inspectorship from the 
Governor for such personal service. 

The stomach of Missouri Democracy 
must have lost its tone and all relish for 
decency if it is not disgusted with this 
rank manifestation of boodle politics in 
the very highest places of the party or- 
ganization. 


INTERSTATE EXTRADITION. 


The Federal Constitution imposes on 
each State the duty of surrendering fugi- 
tives from justice on proper requisition 
from other States. All State courts and 
officers are sworn to obey that Constitu- 
tion and the laws passed in pursuance of 
its provisions. But Congress has left the 
enforcement of interstate extradition pro- 
visions almost entirely to State legisla- 
tion. 

The law of Congress provides only for 
the authentication of the requisition, and 
that itshall be accompanied by an au- 
thenticated copy of the indictment or of 
an affidavit made before a magistrate 
charging the person demanded with 
‘*treason, felony or other crime.” But 
the word ‘‘crime’’ as here used has always 
been construed as referring only to seri- 
ous crimes, and while all the statutes, 
State and Federal, regulating the extradi- 
tion process, have left much to the discre- 
tion of the Governor, he has nothing to 
fear but public criticism and censure if he 
fails to do his duty. 

Governors, however, have rarely, if ever, 
abused this discretion, and have used it 
only to prevent abuses of the extradition 
process. Where they have refused to 
honor a requisition they have generally 
been able to justify the refusal as pro- 
motive rather than subversive of public 
justice, and in harmony with the intent 
and purpose of the constitutional pro- 
vision. 

There was nothing unusual or improper 
in Gov. HIL's refusing to surrender two 
prisoners on a requisition from Gov. FIrer 
when they had not been indicted in IIIi- 
nois, and when there was no evi- 
dence to identify them as the men 
accused in the affidavit accompanying the 
requisition. He would have been guilty 
of an outrage if he bad surrendered men 
who have since been dischafged by writ of 
habeas corpus, the Chicago officers and 
witnesses having failed to identify them 
as the men described in the requisition. 

It was not the intention of the framers 
of our Constitution that the interstate ex- 
tradition processes should be used to 
snatch citizens hither and thither by tele- 
graph on charges of crime unsupported 
by proof or reasonable presumption. The 
process of gathering ‘‘suspects’’ in by 
telegraphic drag-net requisition is not 
compatible with the legal rights of the 
citizen.

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ELECTION FRAUD CASES. 


The Prosecution Fails at the Turning Point 
in the Trials of the Naturalization 
Offenders—A Review of the Trial of Julius 
Lehmann—None of the Promised Results 
From the Investigation Yet in Sight. 


N the United States Dis- 

trict Court this morning 

the election offenders 

appeared defiantly de- 

manding à trial, while 

the government was 

pleading for delays and 

continuance. It seemed 

an unfortunate position 

for the government’s 

. representatives to be 

placed in, but since the acquittal of Lehmann 

yesterday afternoon the government has been 
badly beaten. 

Some weeks ago partisan Democrats sug- 
gested that the best results could not de ex- 
pected from a trial in which 
a Republican District Attorney, ald- 
ed by two Republican Assistant 
District Attorneys, and a force of special 
agents headed by Henry W. Ehlert, an ex- 
Republican office-holder with Republican 
assistants in his employ, prosecuting promi- 
nent Republican politicians, who were de- 
fended by a prominent Republican lawyer, 
and who were charged with political offenses 
committed in the interest of Republican can- 
didates atthe November election. To these 
demands that in the interest of fairness a 
Democratic prosecutor be appointed, District 
Attorney Reynolds said he would not ask for 
the appointment of a censor over his official 
acts, and Special Agent Ehlert, against whose 
selection very pointed criticisms were directed, 
asked that the public’s 

JUDGMENT BE SUSPENDED 
until the results of the investigation and the 
trials could be made pubiic. 

That time has come. 

Three weeks were consumed in ‘‘investigat- 
ing’’ the naturalization frauds and on June 
10 tne Federal Giand-jury met. On that day 
Judge Thayer, in sustaining the indictment 
against Lehmann, set at rest all doubts about 
the form of indictments. Nine days have 
elapsed and not one new indictment bas been 
returned to court. The ‘‘investigation’’ has, 
so far, had no results, and as yet Special Agent 
Ehlert and his assistants have done nothing to 
win approval for their appointments, or estab- 
lish public confidence in thelr efliciency. 
On yesterday the first of the natural- 
ization fraud cages was called for 
trial in the United States District 
Court. Aplain statement of the progress of 


that important trial can do nobody an injus- 
tice. Beintke, the Government’s chief wit- 
ness, on the stand testified to the fact that he 
was 23 years old when be came to this country 
and consequently not entitied to minors’ pa- 
pers. He further testified that be had told 
Lehmann that he was 23 years old when be ar- 
rived in New York. e testified that Leh- 
mann had, however, gone with him to the 
Court of Criminal Correction and seoured mi- 
nor papers for him entitling him to register 
and vote at once. He gave all details until 
he was asked concerning Lehmann’s 
oath and testimony. Concerning this 
he said ‘*I don’t kKnow,’’ an irrelevant and 
unsatisfactory answer. The question was not 

ushed farther. This wasthe turning point 
2 the case. This was the int on which the 
defense hung its hopes. If the witness would 
testify that he did not know that the man who 
stood at his elbow in the Court of Criminal 
Correction on October 1, 1888, had taken any 
oath or answered any questions, the defense 
felt confident they could shut out the other 
evidences. 

This Beintke represented be was not able 
todo. On the single answer that he didn't 
know’’ he was turned over to Mr. Dyer, the 
— ged for the defendant, and presently ex- 
cused. 

Mayor Noonan was then called. He had no 
conception for what purpose he was wanted.

Clerk Fitzgerald was next called to the box 
which he entered without any conception o 
what he was expected to testify to. He could 
not say that any court bad been held on the 
day in question. le could not say that Leh- 
mann bad appeared as witness for Beintke. 
He had a memorandum of the e 
of all witnesses, but not knowing what be was 
to testify to he had not brought it with him. 
He had to be excused and a recess had to be 
taken to secure the evidence. At the after- 
noon session more evidence as to the fact that 
Beintke was not qualified to hold the papers 
then in court and on record were introduced, 
but none to show that Lehmann had taken the 
oath and 1 the testimony on which they 
were issued, and at the request of the defend- 
— attorney the Court instructed the jury to 
acquit. 

It required no lawyer’s eye to mark some 
qosee points in the case. When Charies 

eintke took the stand he 1 r under - 
stoed the questions asked him with great 
difficulty. e hesitated, answered irrele- 
vantly and often appeared to fall to compre- 
hend the question. In the afternoon his 
brother, Simon Beintke, and a companion 
who cams to this coun with barles 
Beintke, and who have aiso lived in this city 
since 1881. testified. The under- 
stood all questions as readily as if 
they had never spoken any other language 
and were prompt in their retorts to some littie 
Pike County humor with which Mr. er 
spiced the cross-examination. No hesitation 
or irrelevancy marked their answers to the 

uestions propounded. The circumstance 

id not, 1 strike the representa- 
tives of the Government.

A European House Enters New York as a 
Competitor Through a Trust Loophole— 
The Government Also a Competitor 
The Existence of Large Blanket Orders 
the Cause of a Great Deal More Trouble. 


ROM information re- 
ceived by the whole- 
sale stationery trade 
of St. Louis the trust

bors. Olassed as 
\ regular envelope 
factories there are 
fourteen establishments in this country. They 
have an investment of between 32, 000, 000 
and $3,000,000, and their annual pro- 
duct has a value in excess of $5,000,000. While 
the aggregate is small in proportion to 
the cost of the single envelope and the 
amount an individual or even a firm expends 
forenvelops in a year’s time, the industry 
is one which has had a rather precarious ex- 
istence and in which itis claimed considera- 
ble money has been lost. And while the ag- 
gregate investment is probably less than 
$3,000,000 there are separate factories which 
have an investment of nearly $500,000. 
In hedging against rujnous competition, which, 
it is claimed, resulted in a loss to every man- 
ufacturer in the country, a pool was organized 
several years ago. It was successful for a 
time, but dissensions arose and the pool was 
abandoned. About a year and a half ago the 
present trust was formed. Though the organ 
ization is termed a trust, it Is 
5 MORE OF A POOL, 
as it tacks the essential feature of 
a trust in the absence of 1 
division of profits. Every manufacturer 
runs on his own basis, and profits by his own 
business, and to this fact is due the dissen- 
sions which now threaten the structure. Au- 
other threatening factor is the competition of 
Alex Pirie, Sons & Co. of Glasgow, Scotland. 
Since the trust was formed two years 
ago the prices of envelopes of Amer- 
can manufacture have been advanced 
on an average about 25 per cent. 


This has opened a field forthe large Glasgow 
house mentioned, and they have just opened 
a large branch house in New York, from 
which they are soliciting trade at an average

the American product. Pirie, Sons & Oo. 
have an immense capital back of them, and 
they have always had a great deal of 
the finer trade in this country, 
in envelo and stationery gen- 
erally.

though it is somewhat unusual for any branch 
of usiness to have to complain of 
the Unitea States Government as a direct 
factor in fixing prices. That it is so in this 
case, however, it is claimed there can be but 
little doubt. It comes about in the desire of 
the Post-oflice Department to encourage the 
use of stamped envelopes. The department 
claims that it loses a great deal of money in 
the using over of postage stamps, the face of 
them being washed so as to obliteratejthe can- 
celing stamp’s mark. The envelope trade, on 
the other hand, estimates the loss from this 
reason at notto exceed $10,000 a year, and

On Sith street extended, a square or 80 
south of the entrance to the Howard Untvers- 
ity, isa little drab- colored house, one story 
in size, with brown trimmings. The shutters 
are never opened, and the house seems unin- 
habited. The only reason to think otherwise 
is a square ash case on the front 
porch that resembles a refrigerator, while 
in the side yard are countless num- 
bers of chickens, Away to the rear of the 
house is a low frame building, the south side 
of which is covered with glass and looking 
for all the world like an amateur hot-house. 
But there is no sign of life about the house or 
its environs except the chickens, and the 
casual passer-by, if he be of an inquiring turn 
of mind, will be puzzled tolearn what the 
— is and the purpose to which it is de- 
voted, 

Some time agoa Post reporter, who had an 
assignment in that part of the city, was pase- 
ing, and was stru by the oddness of the 
house and its surroundings. Steam was Iis- 
suing from a pipe on the side, so surely some 
one must live there. A venturesome knock ut 
the door brought no response, but a louder 
summons followed, and in a second after- 
wards a black, kinky-haired boy opened the 
door and stood blinking in the bright sun- 
light. An inquiry as to whether Mr. John 
Smith resided there waa followed by such a 
decided negative as to seem to cut short all 
opportunities to solve what was rapidly vee 
ing on the mysterious, so the reporter boldly 
asked the black Cerbreus what the house was 
used for.

Its closeness to the. Freedman's Hospital 
naturally suggested its connection in some 
unknown capacity with that institution, but 
while there might be some connection be- 
tween them, a ‘‘broiler farm,’’ whatever 
that was, could hardly be*reckoned an ad- 
junct to a hospital. 

What is a broiler farm?’’ was oe 

It's a place where dey raise chickens for 
brofling, by ‘inky-baters,’ the young man 
replied, and he grinned to see the evident 
feeiing of relief which took possession of the 
reporter, who, until then, thought he was on 
the track of a first-class mystery. Further 
inguiry developed the’ fact that the owners 
were Messrs. G. W. Cook and Willis Madden, 
both of whom are connected with Howard 
University, Mr. Cook being principal of the 
normal department there. When permission 
was asked fo go through the ‘‘farm’’ he 
willingly granted it, and accompanicd the re- 
porter. 

In the firstroom, which is kept dark, is the 

incubator, which is an air-tight box, with hot 
air pipes running through it. Hot-air fur- 
nishes the heat and is kept at a temperature of 
108 deg. Fahrenbeit, as nearly as possible. 
The minimum temperature is 98 deg., and the 
maximum 105 deg. The incubator has a ca- 
pacity for 750 eggs, which are laid in pans con- 
taining six dosen each. The eggs are kept in 
the machine for twenty-one days, which is 
about the time required to hatcha batch of 
eggs. 
During this time the eggs must be kept 
thoroughly warmed an visited every 
day, 60 that they can be turned in order 
that an 1 ew amount of heat may be 
brought to bear on all sides of the eggs. At 
the end of three weeks the chickens com- 
mence to hatch. They are not removed from 
their warm quarters, however, for about 
twenty-four hours, during which time their 
feathers are thoroughly dried. Then thepoor 
orphane4 chick Is introduced to its artificial 
mother. 

Tothe rear of the house is a long frame 
house, divided into eight compartments by 
means of laths, and with a sloping side on the 
side covered with glass, and well heated with 
hot air, These are calied ‘‘brooder houses,’’ 
and the amount of ground covered is twenty. 
seven by five feet, which is usually consid- 
ered the proper amount for 100 chickens. 

In these houses the chickens pass about 
twelve weeks, when they are ready forthe 
market. In each of the brooder houses isa 
„mother, or, in other words, atin box, 
about 8x3 feet, covered inside with canton 
flannel. If the little chicks are too cold in the 
house, or if by any means they get out and 
get cold, the ‘‘mother,’’ which is artificially 
heated, takes them into the shelter of its tin 
= flannel wings, 80 to speak, and warms 
them. 

Great care has to be exercised to keep the 
chickens clean and prevent them from becom- 
ing infected with vermin. The soll is sandy, 
and considerable has to be done to see that 
the chickens do not — 
anv — substances. They 
fed regularly, and the food 
increased both ag to quantity and character as 
they grow older. When they attain the age 
of from 10 to 12 weeks they are sold to 
market men and restaurant keepers, and a 
good many of the spring chickens that are 
sold in the city come from the broller farm on 
University Hill. 

At the time ofjthe reporter’s visit there were 
nearly 700 chickens of all sizes and varieties 
in the brooder bouses, and the never ceasing 
incubator was getting in its work on about an 
equal number of eggs. The eggs were pro- 
cured from Alexandria parties,and about 55 per 
cent of them hatch. his is not as high an 
average as has been attained by other parties, 
but it ls a paying one and would be if only 
40 per cent hatched. The mortality among 
incubator raised chickens is very small, 
hardly any of them dying in the brooder 


houses. 

The establishment, which was started by 
Messrs. Cook and Madden the Ist of last 
January, is believed to be the only one of its 
kind in this section of the country. Other 
parties have made spasmodic attempts in this 
direction, but on no such scaleasthis. Al- 
ready they have made it a paying business, 
and are talking of going farther out into the 
country where they can have more room and 
be able to enlarge their enterprise.

ACHES OF HEAD AND HEART, 


The Brain Demands Rest, While the Heart 
Needs Exercise. 


From the Hospital. 

There are a good many kinds of headache. 
In these days the nervous headache is a very 
distinct variety. It is generally in the front 
ofthe head, asross the forehead, over the 
eyes. But it may be in other parts—at the top 
of the head, at one or both sides, at the back, 
or all over. It is painful, depressing, dis- 
abling. A man feels, at the height of 


the 4 like a hunter who has gal- 
loped his legs clean off and who sould not 
leap a three-foot ditch to save his life. The 
spur is ot no use, neither is the whip. The 
pain in the head is worse to bear than either, 
and the patient will rather endure both whip 
and spur than make any kind of effort which 
will make the head pain worse. Physic by 
itselfis ot no use. There is nota single drug 
known to medical science which will of itself 
at once and periaanently cure a nervous head- 
ache. On the pther hand, drugs are not al- 
ways needed, A complete change of air and 
circumstances will usually take away the pain 
in ten or twelve hours. Perfect rest, of a du- 
ration proportioned to the severity and long 
continuance of the symptoms, will make the 
cure rmanent. There are, of course, 
methods of relieving or diminishing the pain 
until such time as it may be possible to ob- 
tain the complete rest. But the rest is the 
thing to be secured at all costs. If not, the 

ain goes from bad to worse, and the risk 
rom less to greater. The final consequence it 
is impossible to predict, except that a break - 
down may be fora year or for a lifetime. A 
nervous headache is a danger signal; if it be 
frequent, the danger is increased; if 
it - be continuous & catastrophe 
is imminent. The driver must 
put on his brake at all hazards, or he will 
probably soon have a leap for his life. There 
are very few sets of circumstances in which it 
is a man’s duty to goon with his work when 
he isin this condition, at all risks. Evena 
threatened bankruptcy had better be risked 
than a threatened life. Besides, a man who is 
in the unyielding grip of a permanent nervous 
headache is not really the best judge of his 
own circumstances. He magnifies and dis- 
torts things — me He takes counsel of 
fearsand abandons his hopes and courage 
altogether. Rest, we repeat—immediate and 
sufficient rest—is the sovereign remedy. A 
fortnight at once may be better than a year six 
weeks hence. 

A weak heart seems to be decidedly more 
practically inconvenient than a weak head. 
If a man or a woman bea littie feeble about the 
region of the brain it is generally of little mo- 
ment. Some post or other will be provided if 
the conduct be respectable; and lack of brains 
is too common to excite any particular atten- 
tention either in the person concerned 
or In those about him. But a weak heart 
insists upon putting itself in evidence at all 
sorts of convenient and Inconvenient times. 
If its possessor made himself rather late for 
his morning train, and makes a ‘‘spurt’’ to 
recover lost time, the exertion is usually fol- 
lowed by such a bad quarter 
of an hour’’ that he resolves 
in future rather to lose a dozen trains 
than to risk temporary suffocation or perma- 
nent syncope again. The practical evils which 
are associated with a feebie heart are innum- 
erable, and will readily suggest themselves to 
those who possess so unsatisfactory a pump- 
ing engine. Weak hearts are by no means 80 
common as is often supposed. Many a man 
who thinks he has got one is merely dyspep- 
tic; many a woman owes her = ms to 
tight lacing or insufficient feeding. If the 
dyspepsia be cured or the tight lacing be dis- 
pensed with, the symptoms of heart weak- 
ness will disappear. Even when the 
heart is genuinely weak, the weak- 
ness is not always due to spe- 
cial disease of that organ. It ＋ 1 only 
part of a general weakness of the whole sys- 
tem, which is easily curable. The late Sir 
Robert Christison, one of the most eminent of 
British physicians, used to smile at certain 
persons who were always complaining of 
weak hearts. ‘‘Gentlemen,’’ he would oo to 
his students when iéctvring on digitalis; 
‘*gentlemen, the best tonic for a weak heart is 
a good brisk walk.“ Nota doubt of n. The 
majority of weak, flabby hearts are weak and 
flabby because every other muscle in the body 
is weak and flabby, and tale general weakness 
and fabbiness is due to want of vigorous use. 
Exercise of the legs and back and arms gives 
additional and much-needed exercise to the 
heart, and the heart grows strong by vigorous 
exercise exactly as eve other muscular or- 
gan does, for the heart isa musole. If a man 

as no organic disease of the heart, no en- 
largement and no functional disorder, plenty 
of brisk walking, with occasional running, 
will soon dispel his breathlessness and heart 
weakness, other things being equal. The 
muscular inactivity of the modern town man 
is the parent of more ill-health than any other 
single cause whatever.

NEw YORK, June 18.—The Emigrant Com- 
missioners and Collector Erhardt had a con- 
ference yesterday over the decision of Seore- 
tary Windom, giving the Collector of the port 
sole power to return objectionable imml- 
grants. The commissioners have thought 
that they were supreme in the matter. Com- 
missioner Stephenson proposed to Col. 


Erhardt that he should accept the recom- 
mendation of a single Commissioner to return 
un Immigrant. Commissioner Hauselt 
opposed this, saying that all recom- 
mendations of that character should 
come from the commissioners jas 
aboard. Col. Erhart rather leaned to that 
opinion, but deferred his decision. Secretary 
indom made another decision objectionable 
to the Castle Garden magnates. He deter- 
mined that Iimpecunious immigrants when 
once permitted to land should be taken care 
of at Ward’s Island for a year and then turned 
loose on the country. The commissioners 
told the Collector that they could demonstrate 
that they could save the emigrant 
fund $100 on every such Immigrant by 
simply buying What are known. as charity 
tickets from the steamship companies for $15 
each and packing them off immediately. The 
coliector told them to go abead and demon- 
strate their proposition and he would forward 
it to the Secretary. The commissionors finally 
wanted the collector to assure steamship 
companies for the living expense while at the 
garden of all immigrants compelled to wait in 
the garden for money from reiatives in Amer- 
ica to take them to their destinations. This 
uestion was also left for further considera- 
tion.
